Candidacy Not 
Satisfied. 



INSURRECTION NEAR END 



No Enthusiasm Aroused and, 
After Hunt of Five Weeks, 
Ticket Still is Nineteen Mer 
Short — Great Crowd Expected 
at Election in November — 
Management Regrets Postpone- 
ment. 



LEXINGTON, KY. — Students of the 
tobacco situation give grounds for the 
prediction that the withdrawal ol 
James N. Kehoe as provisional can- 
didate for president of the Burley To 
bacco Company, and consequent col- 
lapse of the opposition movement, are 
to be incidents of the immediate fu- 
ture. More than a month ago Mr. 
Kehoe reluctantly agreed to accept 
the nomination for president of the 
Burley Tobacco Company if insurgent 
leaders should find twenty other men 
satisfactory to the stockholders of 
their counties to run for places as di 
rectors. Up to the present time only 
one man has announced, and Mr. Ke- 
hoe's refusal to be kept in suspense 
longer could be construed as justifi- 
able. 

Many believe that Mr. Kehoe was 
deceived as to the dimensions of the 
opposition movement and the popu- 
larity of the demand for a candidate, 
It is pointed out by friends of the 
organization that he cannot have over- 
looked the fact that his conditional 
candidacy has in five weeks been fol- 
lowed by no show of enthusiasm even 
in his own ranks; also that the rural 
press of the burley district, with the 
exception of several papers which 
have criticised it, has utterly ignored 
his announcement. Having been 
prominent in politics for many years 
and having been defeated more than 
once, the ex-congressman could be ex- 
pected to "read signs" with accu- 
racy. 

Analysis of his first and only speech 
of the opposition campaign at Wil- 
liamstown shows no bid for support 
beyond the ranks of a variable ele- 
ment who for first one reason and 
then another have waged guerilla war- 
fare against the company for several 
years. 

Exploded Charges Renewed. 

"I felt interested enough to go forty 
miles to hear Jim's first and only 
speech," said J. F. ("Uncle Joe") Wal- 
ton, of Fayette county, a former Ma- 
son county citizen and long a friend 
of Mr. Kehoe. "I have always liked 
him, and I gave him credit for having 
some sound reason to offer for taking 
up the cause of the complainers. 
After hearing his talk I came to the 
conclusion that he had not posted 
himself about the tobacco situation at 
all. 

"Why, if he had kept up with events 
he would have known that every crit- 
icism he made had been exploded long 
ago, and those charges of mismanage- 
ment disproved. He ought to have 
known that two months ago in Kenton 
county Judge Harbeson heard all that 
buncomb and found only grounds to 
commend the management. I don't 
know what has got into Jim. He is a 
smart man and ought to be posted 
about such things, even if he doesn't 
know anything about the tobacco 
business. 

Bar to Speculators. 

"It was a pretty speech and he is a 
fine orator, but sakes alive, what a 
platform! No tobacco grower could 
be fooled about that decision of the 
court of Appeals. Every one of them 
who Is not looking for a pretext on 
which to hang a grievance knows why 
the founders of the Burley Tobacco 
Company, advised by the best lawyers 
in the State, put a clause in the char- 
ter providing that poolers and not 
outsiders who might secure stock 
should vote. The only reason, may- 
be, why Mr. Kehoe was not one of 
those who wrote that in the charter- 
is because he quit befort it was done. 
If that bar hadn't been put up specu- 
lators might have secured enough 
stock to have sold out the organiza- 
tion before this time, And that this 
organization is of benefit to the farm- 
ers and safe only so long as they 
themselves control it, is just as true 
today as it was then. 

Real Hope of Competitors. 

"A great many people seem to think 
that the trust would like to get hold 
of this business for what the com- 
pany owns and to remove it as a 
competitor in the manufacture of to- 
bacco. These considerations do not 
amount to a hill of beans when you 
look deeper into the matter. What 
makes every other manufacturing con- 
cern an enemy of the Burley Tobacco 
Company is that in the last five years 
this organization has made them pay 
for the tobacco they were compelled 
to have to run their factories over 
fifty million dollars more than they 
would have had to pay for the leaf if 
there had been no organization. In 
the next five years the growers will 
get another fifty millions more than 
they would hare received when they 
were defenseless. This is reason 
enough for our competitors to de- 
voutly hope for the disruption of tho 



organization, and should be incentive 
enough to hold the growers in solid 
phalanx behind their business. 

What Failure Would Mean. 

The interests that have stirred 
trouble for the burley company do 
not want to buy it out necessarily 
That would be a costly thing, even ii 
speculators could secure control. 
What the trust hoped for was the 
destruction of the movement through 
a flood of suits aided by such internal 
discord as could be fomented. Whal 
competitors now hope for is that the 
organization will fall into hands thai 
would make its failure certain. The 
only reason why those who are try 
ing to get control of it now will nol 
make a failure of running the busi 
ness is that they will make a failure 
of the attempt to get control. Thai 
crowd couldn't make a success of any 
thing that involved the support ol 
reasonable men. I don't believe Mr 
Kehoe is going to ailow them to write 
his name on their ticket. In fact, 1 
do not believe that they will offer a 
ticket. Growers of tobacco do nol 
care even to hear the personal griev 
ances of those who have been fight 
ing this organization, and they will 
not help self-seekers to grind theii 
axes. 

Ignorant of the Business. 

"A striking contrast is presented j 
when the men now in control of the 
burley company are compared with the 
group who are attacking them. Anions 
the leaders of the sorehead outfi/ 1 
there is not one who knows anything 
about the buying or selling or manu 
factors of tobacco. They are well up 
in politics, a surprising number of them 
are lawyers, several are doctors and a 
few are bankers. About the only men 
in the crowd who could claim to know | 
anything about tobacco are some pin 
hookers and stock speculators. 

"Pretty crowd this to put in charge 
of a business established by forty thou 
sand growers, already the greatest in 
dependent farmers' concern in the 
world and destined in a few years tc 
be the most powerful factor in the to 
bacco industry. 

Group of Experts. 

"Who are the men these agitators 
are criticising? No lawyers or doctors 
or politicians or adventurers there. 
Every man of them is an expert, 
schooled in the tobacco business aa 
grower, handler and marketer, witll a 
successful factory already testifying 
to their ability. A set of men better 
equipped with practical knowledge and 
thorough experience can't be gotten to 
gether. They have been tried and 
proved. They do not have to be asked 
what they are going to do. They can 
point to what they have done. The 
men who ask to be put in may think 
that they will not have to show some 
thing they too have done, but every 
man who knows farmers ki«ows alsc 
that not only will the seekers for of 
flee be put to the acid test but alsc 
their backers. Motives are beins 
studied without passion, and I'd hate 
to be in a crowd that was under as 
wide suspicions ae are these self 
styled 'reorganizationists' today." 

Preparing for Election. 

J. M. Rankin and W. T. Loomis have 
been busy with preparations for the 
election of officers of the Burley To 
bacco Company which, as commis- 
sioners of the Kenton circuit court 
they will conduct. Notices of the 
meeting of stockholders have appeared 
in the papers specified in Judge I 
Tracy's order. Certificates of stock 
STS being issued in exchange for ware 
house receipts as fast as they can I 
be made out. Transfers all will have ! 
been recorded by October 7, and stock j 
will be voted by the person whom ! 
the stork ledger shows to have been ; 
the owner on that date. From most 
Of the counties in the district com- i 
mittees will vote the stock in pools, 
but the stipulation of the court that 
the meeting shall take place in the { 
company's ureat warehouse on South 
Broadway will encourage many to at » 
tend and vote their stock in persou. ' 
It is probable, therefore, that the at 
tendance at the meeting November G, 
will be very large. 

Regret Over Postponement. 

While the management of the com- 
paay feel certain that the postpone- i 
ment of the election a month by Judge i 
Tracy will swell and solidify the ranks 
who will vote for the perpetuation of 
tile organization, they regret exceed- j 
ingly that the period in which hurtful 
saltation may be continued has been ; 
extended. Business suffers from un- 
rest, and expansion and progress are 1 
handicapped. Various improvements j 
in warehouse facilities and the addi-j 
tion of sale houses to handle this year's 1 
crop demand attention. The policy of 
the executive committee was to hand 
these matters over to the board to 
have been elected October 7, and they 
entered a vigorous protest against the 
change in date. It will now be neces 
sary for the management to decide 
whether or not the interests of the bus- 
iness require that contracts for im- 
provements shall be entered at once 
so that the enlarged facilities may be 
ready to handle this crop. 

The Back Tax Suits. 

Many stockholders will hope that 
among developments of ^.he week may 
be a settlement of the forty-five back 
tax claims brought in the name of the 
state. The acceptance of the resigna- 
tion of John Howard, revenue agent 
for the state at large, who brought the 
cults, and notification of Judge Louis 
Apperson, his attorney, that his serv- 
ices would not be required further, has 
put Auditor H. M. Bosworth in a posi 
lion to consider any proposal for a set- 
tlement that may be made. These 
suits, in which almost a million dollars 
in taxes and $176,745.15 in fees were 
sought, have tied up over three hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars belong- 
ing to the growers. This can be dis- 
tributed just as soon as a settlement 
is effected. In the trial of the first 
of the suits it was established that the 
Burley Tobacco Society, an organiza- 
tion without a cent of capital, was 
purely a selling agent, without author- 
ity to list the tobacco It handled or the 
proceeds; that it was the duty of grow- 
ers to list their property and pay taxes 
Jn the county of their residence, and 
that as far as the evidence showed, all 
of the property in question had been 
assessed and the tax paid in the forty- 
five counties.

Boston Woman Arranging to 
Erect Model Playhouse.

She Alms at Moral Growth — Reading- 
Room and Lunch Stand in Rear of 
Stage Will Aid Comfort of the 
Performers. 



Boston, Mass.— Mrs. Josephine Cle- 
ment, probably the best-known woman 
theatrical manager in the country, has 
a scheme for a model theater which 
she hopes to build witfcin a few 
months. 

She has not yet decided where she 
will erect the theater, but she has 
abundant financial backing by per- 
sons who have been attracted by her 
success with the theater of which for 
several years she has been the man- 
ager. 

It is to be a theater in which ev- 
ery seat will give an unobstructed 
view of the stage. The cost of a seat 
will be ten cents and the entertain- 
ments will be of a type that will have 
the approval of leaders in the "uplift 
movement" throughout the United 
States. 

"It will be different from anything 
there is in the United States," said 
Mrs. Clement. "Only performances of 
the highest class will be given and 
the theater will be unique, as it will 
have light and air on all four sides. 

"It will have dignified entrances, 
and everything inside will be arranged 
for the comfort of the patrons and the 
actors. 

"I believe that actors who have 
brains enough to amuse audiences are 
entitled to as much as the patrons, 
and that is why there will be as good 
an entrance in the back for them as 
there is for the public in front. 

"Actors who are satisfied with their 
surroundings will co-operate with the 
management, and that means success 
for the theater." 

The Bijou theater, under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. Clement, has made a fea- 
ture of moving pictures, and It is her 
intention to give pictures in her new 
theater, but they will be of a type 
different from any now in general use. 
There will be nothing in them to of- 
fend, and they will be entirely free 
from the weird features which have 
brought forth cirticlsms from clergy- 
men all over the world. 

Mrs. Clement's idea is to have pic- 
tures that will educate and aid in up 
lift work. 

"I am going to show pictures that 
will tend towards moral and Intel 
lectual development," said Mrs. Cle- 
ment. "I intend to give one long 
film, a short one of a humorous 
nature, two musical numbers and two 
solos. 

"My scheme is to have a theater 
that every one will enjoy attending, 
and one in which a person will see 
and hear for ten cents what now costs 
not less than half a dollar. Moving 
pictures so far have been used to 
amuse, to startle the imagination and 
to reproduce many things which the 
public would be better without having 
been. These pictures will have no 
place in my theater." 

Mrs. Clement will have the co-op- 
eration of the Harvard Dramatic so- 
ciety, as she had in her work at the 
Bijou, and of many clergymen and 
city officials who have been foremost 
in the agitation against the moving 
picture shows that are given in many 
theaters. 

Back of the stage will be a reading- 
room in which the actors can amuse 
themselves between their acts. There 
will be a lunchoom, where they will be 
able to purchase meals at cost. 

Young men and women will be giv- 
en an opportunity to begin at the bot- 
tom and work to the top. 

"I have always taken an interest in 
young persons," said Mrs. Clement, 
"and every day am on the lookout for 
promising young men and women. I 
have a theory that most of us can do 
something pretty well and have prov- 
en it since I went into the theatrical 
business. 

"A young woman came to me and 
said that she was a good dancer. I 
gave her a trial and she was an utter 
failure. She told me she could play 
the piano. I tried her at this and she 
was a success. 

"I had another girl tell me she 
could sing. She couldn't, but I found 
that she was a splendid stenographer. 
I can find good actors and singers as 
I have found steogpraphers and piano 
players, and when the model theater 
has been in operation a while it will 
have proven that I am right 

"We will win in a short time, I am 
confident, the good will and support 
of those who see now in moving pic- 
tures only things to condemn."

ICE MENACE TO STEFANSSON 



Polar Expedition Meets With Accident 
—Members of Crew Say Ship 
Has Hole In It 

Nome, Alaska. — The old whaler Kar- 
luk, which was taking the Vihjaimur 
Stefansson Canadian polar exploration 

expedition into the arctic, met with a 
serious accident in the ice off Point 
Barrow, the northernmost point of 
Alaska, and may have to unload her 
cargo, according to word received 
here from the revenue cutter Bear. 
The extent of the damage to the Kar- 
luk is not known, but It is reported 
that a large hole was stove in her hull.

Bulgarians Christianize Village in 
Macedonia After Taking Formal 
Possession of Place. 

Athens. — The story of a curious epi- 
sode has reached here from the Greek 
headquarters, which are stationed in a 
village near Djumaya. It appears that 
the village was originally Turkish, but 
when the Bulgarians arrived here last 
October they determined to Christian- 
ize it at once. 

They demolished the minaret on the 
mosque and turned the mosque itself 
into a church, with a huge timber cross 
in place of the minaret. They then 
proceeded to forcibly baptize the in- 
habitants — men, women and children. 

A pile of gaudy baptismal certifi- 
cates was procured from a local print- 
er and placed at the door of the 
church, where the baptismal line 
formed every day. A candidate was 
forced to take a certificate and passed 
with it to the fount, where a priest and 
clerk stood ready, respectively, to bap- 
tize and to register the baptism. 

When the Greeks arrived last month 
they were in a quandary. They did not 
like to tear down the cross. Neither 
did their priests like to entertain and 
administer to so many Turks made 
Christians by force. The baptisms 
were, however, declared to be void, 
and the Turkish priests were allowed 
to unbaptlze their flock by giving 
them Turkish names. One of these 
priests or hodja added a touch of 
humor to the situation by saying that 
after all he was not certain whether 
his name was Ali Hassan or George 
Ferdinand.
